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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to communications filed on March 24, 2009. 
New claims 15-16 have been added, thus claims 1-16 are presented for examination. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 4-5, filed March 24, 2009, with respect to the 
rejections of claims 1 and 8 under 35 USC § 102(e) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn and subsequent Advisory Office Action 
dated April 10, 2009 has been vacated. However, upon further consideration, a new grounds of 
rejection is made in view of Fukuda (US 2002/01 16268), and further in view of Kovesdi (US 
2003/0155413). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-8, 10-12, and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Fukuda (US 2002/01 16268), in view of Kovesdi et al (US 2003/0155413). 

Regarding claim 8, Fukuda discloses an apparatus (12, Figure 2) comprising: 
a tag reader (17, Figure 2) configured to emit an interrogating radio signal in order to 
stimulate a radio frequency identification transponder tag to emit a response signal, which 
includes tag information, associated with a object, the tag reader further configures to receive 
such a response signal (^([0038-0050]); and 
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a processor (5 1 , Figure 2) configured to initiate the transmission of a message based upon 
the tag information; wherein the processor is further configured to provide the tag information 
received from the radio frequency identification transponder into a message generated in the 
apparatus (generate and send inquiry to advertising sponsor based on contact information 
contained in tag 16; TP 107-01 12]). 

Fukuda does not explicitly call for the associated object a multimedia object, or the 
transmitted message a multimedia message. 

Kovesdi teaches associated media content to readable object identifiers such as RFID tags 
(abstract, ^[0035-0036], H[0039] and 10068-0069]). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to apply Kovesdi's method of binding associated media content to an object identifier 
in Fukuda's system, motivated by the desire to provide seamless mobile browsing by bridging 
different services in different domains. 

Claims 1, 1 1-12, and 14-16 are rejected under the same basis. 

Regarding claim 2, Fukuda-Kovesdi also discloses the tag information includes the 
multimedia object (Kovesdi, ^[0062-0063]). 

Regarding claim 3, Fukuda-Kovesdi also discloses the user is prompted to accept or 
reject the inclusion of the multimedia object into the message (Kovesdi, Tf[0076-0079]). 
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Regarding claim 4, Fukuda-Kovesdi also discloses the tag information is a link to the 
multimedia object, which is stored in a database (Kovesdi, 10049-0051] and 10071]). 

Regarding claim 5, Fukuda-Kovesdi also discloses the database is stored in the portable, 
digital device (Figure 2; Kovesdi, 10047] and 10071]). 

Regarding claim 6, Fukuda-Kovesdi also discloses the database is stored in a node in a 
mobile communication system, where the portable, digital device is registered (Figure 2; 
Kovesdi, 10049-0051] and 10071]). 

Regarding claim 7, Fukuda-Kovesdi also discloses the database is stored in an internet 
server, which is accessible for a node in a mobile communication system, where the portable, 
digital device is registered (Figure 2; Kovesdi, 10049-0051] and 10071]). 

Regarding claim 10, Fukuda-Kovesdi also discloses display the multimedia object before 
transmitting the message (Fukuda, 10080-0082]). 

5. Claims 9 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fukuda-Kovesdi, as applied to claim 8 above, in view of Kenny et al (US 6,989,741). 

Fukuda-Kovesdi also discloses a keyboard (Fukuda, Figure 1), and the response signal 
indicating the portable digital device resides within a predetermined range from the RFID- 
transponder (Fukuda; 10035] and [0044-0047]). 
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However, Fukuda-Kovesdi does not call for a key-lock functionality, and means for 
activating the key-lock functionality. 

Kenny teaches a key-lock functionality, and means for activating the key-lock 
functionality (col. 4: lines 30-45). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to utilize Kenny's method of tracking assets in Fukuda-Kovesdi 's system in order to 
better manage and track electronic assets.
